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such animal to the city pound if the same is allowed to enter the house in violation of 
the provisions of this section. 

Sec. 16. No person or conductor in charge of any railroad or public conveyance shall 
knowingly bring into this city any 'person or persons sick with any of the diseases men- 
tioned in section 1 of this ordinance. Every railroad or public conveyance com- 
pany shall obey all the rules of quarantine prescribed by the health officer or the board 
of health. 

Milk and Cream— Production, Care, and Sale. (Ord. C1857, Jan. 18, 1915.) 

Section 1. Definitions. — Milk. — The term "milk" shall be construed to include 
the fluid derivities of cow's milk wherever such construction of the term is applicable. 

Skimmed milk. — The term "skimmed milk" as herein used shall mean any milk 
from which the cream has been removed or which contains less than 3.25 per cent of 
butter fat. 

Unwholesome milk. — The term "unwholesome milk" as herein used shall mean 
and include any of the following: 

(a) Any milk containing less than 8.50 per cent of milk solids, exclusive of fat, or 
less than 3.25 per cent of fat, except in the manner and under the conditions pre- 
scribed for the sale of skimmed milk. 

(6) Any cream containing less than 20 per cent of fat. 

(c) When any foreign substance has been added thereto or placed therein for the 
purpose of thickening, coloring, or preserving the same. 

(d) When it contains pus or blood cells. 

(e) When it contains more than 300,000 bacteria or germs, of all kinds to the cubic 
centimeter in raw milk or more than 100,000 in pasteurized milk. 

(/) When any water has been added thereto. 

( g) When any part of it has been drawn from a dirty cow or a cow kept in an unclean 
shed, barn, or yard, or has been milked by unclean milkers. 

(h) When any part of it has been drawn from a cow fed on refuse or unwholesome 
food. 

(i) When any part of it has become in anywise contaminated. 

(j) When any part of it has been drawn from an unhealthy cow. 

(k) When any part of it has been milked or handled by any human carrier of any 
communicable disease, or when any part thereof has been in any manner exposed to 
any communicable disease. 

(I) When any part of it has been drawn from a cow within 15 days before or 5 days 
after parturition, or in any case before such cow shall be free from fever. 

(m) Milk or cream bottled or capped while in transit or delivery. 

(n) Repasteurized milk. 

Pasteurization shall consist of checking, preventing, and destroying disease germs by 
means of the heating of every part of the milk to a temperature not less than 145° F 
and maintaining the same for at least 20 minutes, and immediately cooling to at least 
45° F. 

Sterilization shall mean to render free from germs by the submission of every part 
of the article to be sterilized to live steam or immersion in actively boiling water for 
10 minutes. 

Handling milk shall mean any of the processes, operations, or transfers through 
which the milk is passed from the time it is drawn from the cow until it is delivered 
to the consumer. 

Sell.— The term "to sell" shall mean the selling, exchanging or delivering, or 
having in possession, care, control, or custody with' the intent to sell, exchange or 
deliver, or to offer or expose for sale. 

Dealer. — The term "dealer" shall mean any person who sells milk, his agent, 
servant, assistant, employee, or representative, all or any of them. 
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Person. — The term "person" shall include both the singular and the plural, any 
firm or corporation, their agent, servant, assistant, employee, or representative. 

Health department. — The terms "health department," "health division," "depart- 
ment of health and sanitation," shall be, and are synonymous, and mean the health 
department of the city of Spokane. 

Normal milk. — Shall mean milk that is neither heated, frozen or altered in any -way 
except strained and cooled. 

Buttermilk. — Buttermilk is the product that remains when fat is removed from 
milk or cream, sweet or sour, in the process of churning and shall contain not less than 
8.5 per cent of milk solids. 

Sec. 2. The provisions of this ordinance concerning the temperature and bacterial 
count shall not apply to sour cream. 

Sec 3. It shall be unlawful for any person to deliver or sell, or have or offer for sale 
or delivery, any skimmed milk, except as skimmed milk and in containers conspicu- 
ously marked "skimmed milk" in block letters not less than 2 inches high, colored 
in black on a white background: Provided, however, Such identification mark for con- 
tainers of less than one-half gallon capacity may be in uncondensed one-quarter inch 
gothic letters. 

Sec. 4. Every person who shall sell or serve, or keep for sale or service in any hotel, 
restaurant or boarding house, any skimmed milk, shall have displayed in a con- 
spicuous manner in every room where such milk is sold or served, placards bearing in 
block letters, not less than 3 inches high, colored in black on a white background, the 
words "skimmed milk served here." 

Sec. 5. No milk shall be delivered or sold, or kept for sale or delivery in the city 
of Spokane, unless such milk shall, immediately after drawn from the cow, have 
been removed to a room screened from flies, separate and apart from the stable, and 
have been cooled within 30 minutes after milking to a temperature at or below 
55° F., and so kept except during act of pasteurization. 

Sec. 6. No bottled milk shall be delivered or sold, or offered or had for delivery or 
sale, in the city of Spokane, except the same shall have been placed in properly 
sterilized bottles on the premises where the milk was produced, or on the premises of 
the distributor: Provided, Nothing herein shall prohibit the resale by retail stores or 
restaurants of milk or cream bottled in accordance with the provisions of this ordi- 
nance, provided such retail stores or restaurants shall keep such milk or cream at a 
temperature not higher than 55° F. until delivered to the consumer. 

Sec 7. No milk or cream shall be sold in bottles unless the same shall have been 
bottled in a room or place and under conditions approved by the health department. 

Sec. 8. No milk or cream shall be delivered or sold, or offered or had for delivery 
or sale in the city of Spokane, except in containers sterilized as herein provided. 

Sec. 9. Milk receptacles.- — It shall be the duty of all persons having in their pos- 
session bottles, cans, or other receptacles containing milk or cream, which are used 
in the transportation and delivery of milk or cream, to clean, or cause them to be 
thoroughly cleaned, immediately after emptying. 

No person shall use, or cause or allow to be used, any receptacle which is used in the 
transportation and delivery of milk or cream for any purpose whatsoever other than 
the holding of milk or cream; nor shall any person receive or have in his possession 
any such receptacle which has not been washed after holding milk or cream, or which 
is unclean in any way. 

Sec 10. It sKall be unlawful for any person to deliver or sell, or offer or have for 
delivery or sale, any milk or cream in any sealed container unless the true name of 
the person bottling or filling the same appears thereon; and no distributor or vendor 
of milk or cream shall use for the sale or distribution of milk or cream any sealed 
container bearing the name of any other producer or distributor unless such container 
contain milk bottled by the person whose name appears thereon. 
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Sec. 11 . It shall be unlawful for any person to use any milk cap unless the same shall 
bear the imprint of the producer or distributor, and it shall be unlawful for any 
unauthorized person, or any driver on the route, to have in his possession such caps. 

Sec. 12. It shall be unlawful for any dealer or distributor of milk in the city of 
Spokane to send to any shipper any can or other container in which milk or cream is 
to be shipped to said dealer or distributor unless such can or container has been 
thoroughly washed, sterilized, and dried, and the same is closed for transit. 

And it shall be unlawful for any person to ship or bring into the city of Spokane, 
or have in his possession in the city of Spokane, any milk or cream in any such can 
or container, unless the same has been thoroughly aired and rinsed with scalding 
water before the milk or cream is placed therein. 

Sec. 13. It shall be unlawful for any person to deliver milk to any house under 
quarantine, or to any house where tuberculosis or other communicable disease is known 
to exist, except the same is delivered in individual paper receptacles, not to be 
returned, and no moneys or milk tickets shall be passed or received from any house in 
quarantine. 

Sec. 14. No milk shall hereafter be sold, offered for sale, exposed for sale, or kept 
with the intention of selling within the city of Spokane unless such milk be obtained 
from cows that have given a satisfactory negative tuberculin test within one year; and 
when a certificate, signed by the State veterinarian, or his duly authorized deputy, or 
a duly authorized deputy of the health department of the city of Spokane, bearing 
evidence of such satisfactory negative tuberculin test, together with a brief descrip- 
tion of each animal, of the date of the taking of said test, number of animals tested, 
and the name of the owner shall have been filed with the health department not less 
than one year prior thereto: Provided, however, Until January 1, 1918, milk from cows 
not tuberculin tested or not free from tuberculosis may be sold within the city of 
Spokane, if the milk from said cows is pasteurized according to the rules and regula- 
tions of the health department of the city of Spokane. 

Sec. 15. It shall be unlawful for any person to deliver, sell, or have or offer for sale 
or delivery in the city of Spokane, any pasteurized milk unless the same shall have 
plainly marked on each bottle or container in which such milk is delivered to the 
consumer, a label bearing the inscription "pasteurized milk," and unless the same 
shall have been pasteurized within 24 hours prior to delivery to the consumer, and 
unless the same shall have been pasteurized in heaters or pasteurizers equipped with 
suitable automatic time and temperature recording devices, indicating to what tem- 
perature the milk has been heated, and the length of time it was subjected to such 
heat, as well as the time when such record was made, which record shall be the prop- 
erty of the health department, and unless the same shall be the product of a dairy 
rating not less than 50 per cent in methods on the score card of the health department. 

Sec 16. It shall be unlawful for any person to label milk as "certified milk" unless 
such milk is fresh, clean, and normal, obtained from healthy cows tested and non- 
reacting to the tuberculin test every six months and does not contain on an average 
more than 10,000 bacteria per cubic centimeter (this average based upon bacteriological 
examinations made at least once each week in 90-day periods) bottled at the point of 
production, rapidly chilled to, and at no time allowed to go above 45° F., and delivered 
to the consumer within 30 hours after milking, containing not less than 3.8 per cent, 
nor more than 4.2 per cent of butter fat unless it is labeled otherwise, in which case it 
shall not vary more than 0.2 per cent from the amount stated on the label, and unless 
the methods used in the production and handling of such milk in all Other particulars 
shall have conformed in careful detail to all the ordinances of the city of Spokane and 
the rules and regulations of the health department governing and controlling the milk 
supply of the city of Spokane. 

Sec 17. It shall be unlawful for a person to affix to any receptacle containing milk 
any label on which the words "certified milk" appear until after such label has been 
registered with and approved as to form by the health officer. 
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Sec. 18. Any inspector or other authorized representative of the health department 
shall, at all times, have access, for the purpose of inspection, to any premises where 
milk is produced, shipped, distributed, or handled or kept for sale or distribution, 
and shall have power to open any container of milk, whether sealed, locked, or other- 
wise, whether in transit or otherwise, and take samples of the same for testing and 
analysis. 

Sec. 19. It shall be unlawful for any person to refuse to any such inspector or other 
authorized representative of the health department, admission to any premises de- 
scribed in the foregoing sections or to refuse examination or the taking of samples as 
herein provided, or in any manner to interfere with the performance of his duties as 
an inspector or representative of the health department. 

Sec 20. Any inspector or other authorized representative of the health department 
may seize and seal, and, after six hours, in the absence of an appeal to the board of 
health, condemn, denaturize or destroy, either by pouring upon the ground or into 
the sewer, or by sending to the city crematory, or otherwise, any unwholesome milk, 
and if done in good faith he shall be held harmless from damages therefrom of any 
sort whatsoever. 

Sec. 21. The board of health is hereby authorized and empowered from time to 
time to formulate rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the provisions of this 
ordinance, to secure a standard of milk required by the provisions of thi3 ordinance. 

Sec. 22. Any person violating any of the provisions of this ordinance or any rule or 
regulation of the board of health made hereunder, shall, for the first offense, upon 
conviction thereof, be punished by a fine of not less than $1, nor more than $100; 
and for the second offense by a fine of not less than $25, nor more than $100, or by 
imprisonment of not more than 30 days, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 

Foodstuffs— Production, Care, and Sale. Meat and Meat Products — Slaughter- 
houses. (Ord. C1861, Jan. 25, 1915.) 

. Section 1. Definitions. — The terms "food," "foods," "food products," "food- 
stuffs," or "food supplies" as used in this ordinance shall be and are synonymous 
and shall mean and include all articles used for food, drink, confectionery, or condi- 
ment by man. 

The term "selling" as used in this ordinance shall mean and include the soiling, 
exchanging or delivering or having in possession, care, control, or custody with intent 
to sell, exchange or deliver, or to offer or expose for sale. 

The term "person" wherever used in this ordinance shall mean and include natural 
persons, firms, copartnerships and corporations, and all associations of natural persons, 
whether acting by themselves or by a servant, agent or employee. 

The term "cold storage" as used in this ordinance shall mean the storage for preser- 
vation, by a process of refrigeration in or at any place, of any article of food intended 
for sale for human consumption. 

Sec 2. It shall be unlawful for any person to erect or maintain a slaughterhouse 
for the purpose of slaughtering cattle or other animals (not under Federal supervision), 
without first obtaining a permit for that purpose from the health department. Such 
person shall make written application to the health officer, stating the full name and 
residence of the applicant, location or place of proposed slaughterhouse, and hia 
experience in operating such business. Said permit shall be granted only on condi- 
tion that the applicant is found to be a man of sufficient experience, and that the 
proposed slaughterhouse is or will be constructed according to the latest regulations 
of the United States Department of Agriculture governing abattoirs. 

Sec. 3. It shall be unlawful for any person operating a slaughterhouse to sell or offer 
for sale within the city of Spokane any product thereof unless such product has been 
inspected and certified as to its fitness for human food either by an authorized inspector 
of the Bureau of Animal Industry, United States Department of Agriculture, or by an
